Frank Maher was born on Dec. 22.1880. When only 
fourteen years of age he rescued George Gorman, seven 
yearsold, of 38 Washington street. The rescue took 
place on Juve 27,1896. The boy was playing on Pier 
1, North river, when he lost his balance and fell into 
the river. Maher, who was playing ball nearby, 
Jumped In and succeeded iu reaching the lad as he was 
being carried under the pier, For this act Maler re- 
ceived a silver medal from the Humane Society, No. 
51 Wall street, 

During the summer of 1900 while employed by the 
Oriole Hotel, Coney Island,asalile saver, Maher fur- 
ther distinguished himself. On June 10 he res 
cued from the surf Sandy Drone, of Brooklyn, and on 
the 20th of the same month saved John Smith, also of 
Brooklyn. 

William Burke, of Coney Island, fell outofa boat 
and was rescued by Maher on June 29. The next res- 
cue was made on the first of July, when Maher brought 
ashore Martin W. Muepe, of Jersey City, a bather who 
got out beyond hisdepth. On July 7 James Conway, 
of Smith street, Brooklyn, was rescued by Life Saver 
Maher. He was taken with cramps while in bathing. 
Avother rescue was that of Miss Anua Norton, of New- 
ark, N.J. She was taken ill in the water and would 
have drowned but for Young Maher. 

The last rescue made by Maher was in August, when 
he brought Myrtle Baker, of Brooklyn, from the surf. 

Young Maher is well known in the First Ward, 
where he has resided since birth. He 1s only twenty 
years of age, but has already saved eight lives-besides 
assisting as life saver in the rescue of others.
